1 . (1 ) This Act may be called the Recovery of Debts Due to Banks and Financial 
Institutions (Amendment) Act, 2000 .

( 13) (A ) Where, at any stage of the proceedings, the Tribunal is satisfied, by 
affidavit or otherwise, that the defendant, with intent to obstruct or delay or frustrate

(ii) is about to remove the whole or any part ofhis property from the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of the Tribunal; or 


( iii) is likely to cause any damage or mischief to the property or affect its 
value by misuse or creating third party interest,

(20 ) The Tribunalmay, after giving the applicant and the defendant an opportunity 
of being heard , pass such interim or final order, including the order for payment of 
interest from the date on or before which payment of the amount is found due up to the 
date of realisation or actual payment, on the application as it thinks fit to meet the ends 
of justice . 

(21) The Tribunal shall send a copy of every order passed by it to the applicant 
and the defendant.
